Claims 1-3, 5-22, 24-37, and 39-49 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1 , 2, 1 0- 1 2, 1 6, 20, 2 1 , 29-3 1 , 35, 36, 44, 45 and 49 standard rejected under 35 USC 
103 in view of Gibson. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

The rejection fails to demonstrate that Gibson actually teaches the claimed features asserted 
by the Examiner to be disclosed by Gibson. As described below, the rejection fails to identify: (1) 
the claimed termination of an "instance of an application process configured for executing a 
prescribed sequence of messaging operations for a first type of incoming message", or (2)

USC 103 in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,544,234 to Terajima et al. and U.S. Patent Publication 
2003/0095542 Al by Chang. This rejection is respectfully traversed, because the rejection fails 
to establish a prima facie case of obviousness. In particular, the rejection fails to demonstrate 
that "there was an apparent reason to combine the known elements in the fashion claimed by the 
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
